He had just returned to solid ground 
when such a tempest broke over the 
water that it was impossible to get to 
the island, although many brave at¬ 
tempts were made by our local officers 
to do so. The bodies remained on the 
island until nine o’clock Monday 
morning when they were recovered. 
Later the coroner’s jury gave a verdict 
of accidental drowning.

ASSOCIATION NEWS 


Issued upon authority of the San 
Mateo County Developmnt Associa¬ 
tion: 

The New Year’s resolution of the 
San Mateo County Development As¬ 
sociation is: “Lower Railroad Fares.” 

All is in readiness for the battle of 
reduced single and interstation rates 
down the Peninsula. At the last meet¬ 
ing of the board of governors of the San 
Mateo County Development Associa¬ 
tion, Seth Mann was retained to rep¬ 
resent the residents of the county be¬ 
fore the State Railroad Commission 
to present evidence as to why we are 
entitled to reduced fares. 

A formal complaint will be liled 
with the railroad commission shortly 
after the new year. It is now being 
prepared by experts, who have made 
an exhaustive study of the transporta¬ 
tion situation and declare that the 
prospects for an equitable adjustment 
of fares are bright. 

This legal contest will probably set¬ 
tle once for all the rale difficulties 
which confront the people through the 
Southern Pacific Company. The mat¬ 
ter will be thoroughly delved into by 
the State Railroad Commission upon 
the demand of the San Mateo County 
Development Association. 

Statistics, covering all railroads that 
directly or even indirectly touch upon 
the local situation, have been compil¬ 
ed as evidence in this case. 

While the task of gathering data 
is complex in the extreme, the experts 
have the information in simple and 
concise form, all of which is iji the 
hands of Attorney Seth Mann ready 
for presentation before the Railroad 
Commission. The railroad light is a 
long step in the right direction to¬ 
wards developing San Maleo county. 
The contest, now being waged, means 
money saved for practically every res¬ 
ident on the Peninsula. More than 
$60,000, was saved to the people of this 
county this year, owing to the reduc¬ 
tion in railroad fares, which were se¬ 
cured through the efforts and work of 
the San Mateo County Development 
Association.

As all evils must sooner or later And 
their remedy, so our abhorrent meth¬ 
ods of city building are finding their 
remedy in the development of the 
town planning idea. Town planning 
means the guidance and control of 
community building and rebuilding 
with a view to insuring the highest 
degree of human and social efficiency 
and the conservation of all human re¬ 
sources. Communities are built for the 
people and not people for communities. 
The cities and towns should therefore 
be laid out and developed so as to 
serve the interests of the people. 
Parks, playgrounds, proper homes, 
transportation, water supply, amuse¬ 
ment centers, art galleries, schools, 
museums, etc., are essentials of civil¬ 
ized community life. The town and 
city planner must co-ordinate these es¬ 
sentials and so humanize his plans us 
to embrace the highest ideals of pres¬ 
ent community development backed by 
a community patriotism that will stand 
the test of the highest standard of so¬ 
cial well being. 

The cost of community planning may 
be measured in dollars and cents, but 
a more accurate measurement is to be 
found in the rate of infant mortality 
and the daily deaths and the amount 
of 111 health and crime that we must 
suffer and pay for. The well planned 
garden cities of England and Germany 
are teaching us the lesson that health, 
morals and industrial efficiency are 
possible of control by proper communi¬ 
ty planning. Statistics show us that 
density of population goes hand in 
hand with frequency of deaths, sick¬ 
ness and crime. On every side we 
find overwhelming evidence of the val¬ 
ue of proper community planning and 
development and the growing desire 
for better living conditions among the 
people. The diagnosis is made, the 
remedy—town planning—is known and 
we shall pay a well deserved penalty 
if we do not apply it. 

There is present in every stratum of 
population an all embracing civic 
awakening which affects both men 
and women. Discontent with the pres¬ 
ent order is everywhere pregnant with 
great promises for the future. Democ¬ 
racy In its broadest interpretation is 
taking the place of bureaucracy and 
plutocracy, while political parties are 
coming to represent true public senti¬ 
ment and interest, where partisanship 
based upon a spoils system is being 
relegated to the junk heap of social 
Inefficiency. The women are taking a 
large share of the social burden that 
social Inefficiency has created in the 
past, and they should be among the 
first to realize the importance of sub- 
urbanizing the wage earner and re¬ 
storing to him the right to a proper 
home located in fitting surroundings 
and related to the community in a 
way that will make his or her pres¬ 
ence in the community count for its 
full value. 

Town planning deals with the dis¬ 
tribution and arrangement of building 
land so as to avoid congestion. It 
deals with the location of shops and 
factories so ns to make them more ac¬ 
cessible and yet unobjectionable to the 
home districts in which the wage earn¬ 
ers must live. Community planning j 
deals with transportation and street 
development so as to provide the great¬ 
est facility of distribution of popula¬ 
tion. accessibility to the Industrial and 
social centers and easy access to food 
markets necessary to insure a proper 
standard of living on a moderate in¬ 
come. Town planning deals with sew¬ 
age systems, water supply, waste dis¬ 
posal systems, so as to insure the 
greatest protection of the health of the ! 
people, while it concerns itself with 
the distribution of churches, schools, ! 
parks and playgrounds, so as to give 
every man, woman and child an oppor¬ 
tunity to develop spiritually, intellec¬ 
tually and physically. 

The distribution and development of 
civic centers are the last but not the 
least of the functions of towu planning, 
and the presence or absence of these 
centers determines success or failure 
of a plan. 

These are large claims, but they are

Congressman VV. VV. Bailey of Penn¬

Attorney John D. Willard believes 
the jury system should be reformed 
and he has given the following stat- 
ment of his views on the subject 

“Trial by jury should be abolished 
in all civil cases. The present jury 
system grew up under social and in¬ 
dustrial conditions entirely different 
from those which prevail at present 
and at a time when law suits were few 
and the time required to try them 
was short. Under those conditions 
it was no detriment to the community 
tor twelve men to be occasionally tak¬ 
en from their labors for a short time to 
determine the right in some petty busi¬ 
ness dispute. 

As the jury knew nothing about the 
rules of law, the lawyers and judges 
becamejealous of any encroachment by 
thejury upon the province of the pro¬ 
fessionally trained lawyer and, as a 
result, a multitude of technical rules 
as to what evidence should be con¬ 
sidered by thejury was forced into the 
judicial system. It was and is the 
lawyers’ idea that as soon as any hear¬ 
say testimony is heard in court, or any 
other testimony which is not simon- 
pure evidence, the jurors, out of their 
natural perverseness, will be sure to 
decide the case upon this improper 
evidence. Hence the struggle of the 
lawyers and the courts to keep the 
jury from hearing anything but un¬ 
objectionable evidence and hence the 
necessity of reversing cases when any 
improper evidence happens to come to 
the ears of the jury. Nearly all of the 
bothersome technical rules of practice 
involved in the trial of a case have 
been developed by the legal profession 
for the sole purpose of keeping a strict 
control over thejury. 

If all civil cases were tried by a court 
of three judges, the occasion for revers¬ 
ing cases upon appeal would be large¬ 
ly obviated. These three lawyer- 
judges would not decide a case upon 
any improper or illegal evidence, even 
though such evidence might creep in.

A witty comment of President Cleve¬ 
land on the American girl is recorded 
in “The Memoirs of Li LIuug Chang.”

He laughed 
heartily when I told him that if he 
were president of China he would 
have, as he has here, but one wife in 
full legal status, but that undoubtedly 
he would also possess a secondary 
wife in each province or perhups more.

The legal presumption is that a 
judge decides a case only upon proper 
evidence and the direct way to get the 
benefit of this rule, and thus overcome 
technical objections, is to have a trial 
court composed of judges. This court, 
composed of three judges, ought to be 
able to try a case with legal accuracy, 
and after the trial and judgment if the 
dissatisfied party could point out to 
the court any matter in which a mis¬ 
take had been made the court could at 
once amend the judgment to conform 
with what it should have been, provid¬ 
ed they should conclude that a mis¬ 
take had been made. If this mistake 
consisted in excluding evidence which 
should have been admitted the court 
could at once admit the excluded evi¬ 
dence and then redecide the case. 

Aside from establishing a new and 
better system forthe trial of civil cases 
such a trial court as advocated would 
save the expense now involved in 
maintaining a cumbersome and ar¬ 
chaic jury system, would expedite 
trials and largely do away with the 
delays of the law, and also save the 
time of citizens who are now forced, at 
great personal inconvenience and 
injury to business, to give their time 
every now and then to jury service. 

In my opinion the greatest injustice 
of the present system is to the jurors. 
There seems to be no conceivable 
ground upon which can be defended 
the outrageous practice of forcing a 
juror away from llis business without 
reasonable notice to give his valuable 
time to settling financial disputes t>e- 
tween litigants to whom the juror is 
under no obligation whatever. The 
whole matter of civil litigation is 
purely a business matter and should 
be settled along business lines with¬ 
out injury to or imposition on mem¬ 
bers of the community in no wise in¬ 
volved. 

Our jury system should be speedily 
reformed and it is to be hoped that ail 
public spirited citizens will set them¬ 
selves to the task without delay and 
put through needed reforms.

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EUGENIC LAW IS 
GIVENJAD JOLT 

Marriage Ceremony Is Not 
Necessary in Wisconsin 

The Wisconsin eugenic marriage 
law, which will go into effect January 
1 st, and which has created a state¬ 
wide discussion, received a severe 
blow when Horace B. Walmsley, an 
attorney, issued a statement that a 
marriage ceremony in Wisconsin was 
unnecessary, and therefore the eu¬ 
genic measure was useless. 

“All that is required in this State 
is that two persons who are not mar¬ 
ried at the time agree to accept each 
other as mates,” said Walmsley. “No 
service is necessary, and the physical 
examination required by the late law 
cannot be enforced.” 

The contention of Walmsley is based 
on a decision of the State Supreme 
Court of April 8 , 1913. The decision 
says that any man or woman not mar¬ 
ried at the time may make a legal 
and valid contract of marriage with¬ 
out any license, medical examination, 
priest, clergyman or magistrate. All 
that is required is that two person^ 
agree to take each other as man and 
wife, and begin to live together in that 
relation. 

No written statement nor witnesses 
are required, but the Court suggested 
that for the benefit of both parties it 
would be well to sign an agreement 
as follows: 

‘‘The persons who have signed this 
paper on this day take each other for 
husband and wife, being then in the 
State of Wisconsin and they beginning 
to live together as such husband and 
wife.” 

The Court also suggested that there 
be duplicate copies of the agreement. 
Then, if either party wishes tie paper 
to be made a record with this Regis¬ 
trar of Deeds, all that is necessary is 
to have two witnesses sign it, pay a 
notary public 25 cents, and the whole 
thing is accomplished, despite the laws 
requiring licenses, physical examina¬ 
tions and clergymen. 

The discovery has thrown the eu¬ 
genic supporters into a state of un¬ 
certainty. 

WILSON SIGNS THE 
CURRENCY MEASURE 

President. Wilson signed the Glass- 
Owen currency bill in the presence of 
the members of his Cabinet, the Con¬ 
gressional committees on Banking and 
Currency, and the Democratic leaders 
in Congress generally. With a few 
strokes of the pen the President con¬ 
verted into law the measure to be 
known as the Federal reserve act, re¬ 
organizing the nation’s banking and 
currency system and furnishing, in the 
words of the President, “the machin¬ 
ery for free and elastic and uncon¬ 
trolled credits, put at the disposal of 
the merchants and manufacturers of 
this country for the first time in fifty 
years.” 

The event came at the close of a day 
of rejoicing in the national capital, for 
Congress has recessed for two weeks 
tor the first time s-'nce it convened 
last April. The De locratic leaders 
"were jubilant because they had com¬ 
pleted two big pieces of legislation— 
the tariff and the currency reform—In 
nine months, a performance which 
they considered unprecedented in the 
history of the country. 


While the wires from Washington 
tell of the complaints of the express 
companies of a dull Christmas season 
this year, it has been necessary to en¬ 
gage several hundred extra clerks at 
the San Francisco Postofflce to aid the 
regular force in handling the tremen¬ 
dous volume of parcel post mail that 
passes through the office. During the 
busiest hours a force of 500 clerks is 
now on duty, and must work hard to 
keep up with the holiday rush, whereas 
ordinarily only from 150 to 200 men 
are required during the rush hours. 
In addition to the extra inside force, 
more than 100 special mail carriers 
have been put to work during the 
Christmas season. 


GRATERS SPOUTED 
FIRE AND LAVA 

Suddenness of Eruption Caught 
Thousands Unaware 

Incoming steamers -bring terrible de- 
ta-3 of the recent volcanic eruptions 
on the island of Ambir, in the New 
Hebrides group, in which 500 natives 
lost their lives. Witnesses of the dis¬ 
turbance describe it as having been so 
sudden and violent that they expected 
to see ttie whole western side of the 
island disappear. 

With a terrific roar, which was fol¬ 
lowed by a rapid succession of artil- 
lery-like detonations, all six craters 
of the volcano entered into full ac¬ 
tivity, spouting flames and. lava and 
throwing out huge bowlders. Great 
streams of lava soon were rushing 
down the slopes, cutting off the vil¬ 
lagers from escape. In one instance 
two torrents of the molten mass joined 
and made an island of one entire sec¬ 
tion of the village. Here fifty or sixty 
persons perished. 

The scenes at night were awe-inspir¬ 
ing. Flames shot into the air to a 
height of a thousand feet, illuminating 
the whole scene of destruction. The 
ocean seemed to boil as huge super¬ 
heated masses of stone fell into the 
sea and streams of lava poured into 
the bay. Dust from the oraters grad¬ 
ually formed a black cloud, which blot¬ 
ted out the light of the stars. 

The bay after the eruption was filled 
with dead fish and large numbers of 
dead turtl<as. The water in the river 
was hot. 

The British hospital buildings were 
wiped out of existence, but previous 
to their destruction the doctors pluck- 
ily removed all the patients to a launch 
and escaped with them. 

cook youTpork 

TO AVOID DISEASE 

To prevent the spread of trichinosis, 
a dread disease little known to the 
American people, the Department of 
Agriculture has issued a warning 
against the consumption of raw or un¬ 
cooked pork products, which are said 
to be the source of the malady. In 
many districts of the country, particu¬ 
larly in sections with large foreign 
populations, the statement said, large 
quantities of pork are consumed in 
the Christmas season, resulting fre¬ 
quently in cases of seriously impaired 
health, if not in fatalities. 

The department asserts that in No¬ 
vember and December, 1911, there 
were fifty-eight cases of trichinosis 
that terminated fatally in one Califor¬ 
nia community. In ©ach instance the j 
disease was traced to uncooked sau¬ 
sage. Other outbreaks of the disease, 
with many fatalities, are cited. 

The disease i - caused by a parasite 
or worm, microvopic in size, found in 
hog flesh, and there is no known ef¬ 
fective method of treatment. Statis¬ 
tics based upon inspections by Govern¬ 
ment scientists for nine years show 
that 1.41 per cent of the 8,000,000 hogs 
examined were infected with trichi¬ 
nosis. 


Although strong protests were made 
by the Roman Catholic Archbishop, the 
Cemeteries Protective Association, the 
Outdoor Art League and the California 
Patriotic Association, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors finally 
passed the ordinance closing Laurel 
Hill, Calvary, Masonic and Odd Fel¬ 
lows’ cemeteries, and providing for 
the removal of the remains therein. 
Garret McEnerney appeared for the; 
Archbishop, and called attention to the 
fact that the removal of the 50,000 
bodies in Calvary Cemetery at $15 j 
each would cost $150,000, for which 
the Archbishop, as holder of title to 
the cemetery property, would be re¬ 
sponsible. He stated that 146,000 
bodies still remain in the four ceme¬ 
teries.

Game of Plum Pudding. 

The players sit at a table with a 
plate on it to represent a plum pud¬ 
ding. A tin plate is best as being 
light and unbreaknble.

One 
tells a story about a plum pudding 
and when he utters the name spins 
the plate and mentions some other 
dish. The persou who has taken that

8ome Animals In Winter. 

During the uutumu all kinds of benrs 
become very fat in consequence of the 
ample feasts they make in preparation 
for passing the cold and inhospitable 
months of winter.

World Noted Sculptors Produce 
Marvels In the Plastic Art 



Superb Decorative Statuary Fast Assuming 
Form at the Panama-Pacific In¬ 
ternational Exposition 


P RODIGIOUS works of sculpture are now being completed in the sculp¬ 
tural warehouses of the Panama-Pacific International Exposition. 
Many of them have already long been finished. The works are re¬ 
markable for their imagery and vigor and for the beauty of their con¬ 
ception. 

Not for many years will the world be enabled to enjoy so marvelous a col¬ 
lection of the works of contemporary sculptors. Ihe World’s Columbian Ex¬ 
position at Chicago first proved that the greatest talent might be employed to 
produce even work of temporary value. Since then more and more attention 
has been given at each succeeding exposition to sculpture as a form of decora¬ 
tion, and now the Panama-Pacific International Exposition promises to surpass 
•ven Chicago’s exquisite display. 

Viewing the superb groups and individual pieces of statuary, the visitor 
feels like a Lilliputian who has been transported into a land of giants. Some 
of the great groups are of colossal dimensions. Many of these great pieces of 
statuary will adorn huge triumphal arches and when so placed will seem of 
natural size to the visitor who stands upon the floors of the exposition courts. 

We present upon this page some classical examples of the sketch models

Outdoor Advertising of Disfiguring Na¬ 
ture Should Be Abolished. 

If one thing more than another 
tends to give our cities an uncouth 
appearance, says the Engineering Rec¬ 
ord editorially, and to imply a luck 
of architectural culture aud good taste 
it is our hideous outdoor advertising, 
j Last December the mayor of New 
York appointed a billboard commis¬ 
sion. which has brought in a report 
that should be printed in abstract by 
civic betterment leagues aud scattered 
broadcast throughout the country. 

Briefly, the recommended rules would 
prohibit all outdoor advertising, except 
! shop signs, in the neighborhood of 
i parks, public buildings aud streets of 
j exceptional character and all large or 
i flashing electric signs in or near resi¬ 
dential districts; would limit the size 
of all outdoor advertising, regulate ad 
vertisements on subway and elevated 
railroad stations, prohibit roof signs 
In the residential districts, grant local 
option to determine whether outdoor 
advertising will be prohibited in cer- 
! tain districts, exact taxes for outdoor 
advertising nnd finally provide a cen¬ 
sorship both as to moral and aesthetic 
qualities. 

All who are sincerely Interested in 
general civic improvement will Join 
in the hope that New York will adopt 
the recommendations. Such action 
would Improve the appearance of the 
city and serve as an example to other 
cities Chicago acted courageously in 
1911 nnd has pointed the way for other 
cities to go a step further.

other period. He is more sensitive to 
impressions than grownups can possi¬ 
bly realize. An angrily raised voice 
leaves a blot on the young mind which 
It will take weeks to remove. 

Think, then, mothers, of the responsi¬ 
bility of writing on these quickly cov¬ 
ered blanks. Think of the care which 
should be spent on the writing, for. re¬ 
member, as the child is trained now so 
will he be in adolescence. If kindness, 
courtesy and generosity are the lessons 
Impressed on the young mind as he 
grows so will the knowledge of these 
traits develop. If he is raised on other 
principles he will reflect their impres¬ 
sions in after years. 

Train your little one in ideas of big 
hearteduess and compassion toward 
others. It is very easy to do. When 
the child bumps his head do not en¬ 
courage him in ideas of revenge by 
spanking the offending obstacle and 
saying “Bad door” (or bad floor or 
whatever the object may be). “How 
could it hurt baby! There! Take 
that!" It is this method which will 
train the child in entirely wrong ideas 
of revenge. 

If instead of this treatment the child 
is tatight compassion and self forget¬ 
fulness the mother will reap the re¬ 
ward in after years. Teach the little 
one by saying: “Poor door! There; 
did baby hurt it? Baby didn’t mean 
to." In this way the little one will 
forget his own hurt in thinking of the 
other. 

Teach the little one. also, to be un¬ 
selfish toward other children. When 
he has been the recipient of a present 
of candies, cakes or toys teach him to 
divide his goodies witli others in the 
family or. If he Is the only child, then 
with his friends. If the little mind Is 
Impressed with the fact that "it is 
more blessed to give than to receive” 
It is quite certain that the child of such 
teaching will not grow into a selfish, 
self centered mnu or woman.

The little weary face and the fretful 
cry of "I dou’t know what to do” that 
so often delay the sick child’s convales¬ 
cence can easily be avoided by a few 
ingenious thoughts for his amusement. 

Very often Teddy bears and expen¬ 
sive toys that have been sent to him 
hy sympathetic relatives will lie neg¬ 
lected at the foot of the bed, and the 
invalid’s interest can be aroused only 
by some novel form of entertainment 
that has never amused him before. 

Children are never happier than 
when cutting up paper. Snip, snip 
they go, clipping out shapeless pieces 
from old magazines and maicing a mess 
while they waste their time. There 
are so many ways in which paper cut¬ 
ting can train little fingers to be elevev 
and active. For a few cents one of 
those colored paper “pantomimes” can 
be bought whose “cast” and scenery 
will take some hours to finish neatly. 
Little girls love to cut out paper dolls 
and create fashionable wardrobes for 
them. Very often they prefer to draw 
the outlines themselves, and then they 
can color them with crayons. Flow¬ 
ers, model houses, brightly bued chains 
—all these can he made from paper. 

Rag Dolls and Beads. 

The average child loves to make 
those rag animals and dolls that are 
now sold at every toy shop. The 
shapes are easily cut, and then they 
are stuffed with rags and sewn up 
again. This is another opportunity to 
humor a child’s artistic bent because 
the animals can really be made from 
plain pieces of calico, provided some¬ 
body cuts it out in the right shape, 
and this can be painted by the young¬ 
ster. 

Stringing beads is a favorite pastime 
with the sick child. Rings, bracelets 
and necklaces can be made for rela¬ 
tives “on order,” and there is nothing 
that children enjoy so much as making 
things for grownups. 

Scrap book making is another task 
which a child enjoys. Give him a 
blank book, a paste pot nnd a few old 
illustrated magazines and he will 
amuse himself for hours. 

An Imaginative child finds great joy 
in seashells. He loves to feel the dif¬ 
ferent shapes and by putting them to 
his ear thinks he can hear the sounds 
of the waves. This sometimes enter¬ 
tains him for hours. 


Care of Young Children. 

It is curious to notice how few wom¬ 
en realize the possibilities of compre¬ 
hension in children between the ages 
of two and five years. They will dis¬ 
cuss the most impossible subjects be¬ 
fore the little ones and very often dis¬ 
cuss the children themselves in a way 
that seems to indicate that the little 
brains are blanks.
